SUNDAY BOOTS 

Editor, Bulletin — There was a 
recent item in your paper saying 
that the cost of living was low iu 
1862 This was just two years 
before my birth, but I know that 
children in Scotland in 1872 most- 
ly wore “clogs,” shoes with leather 
uppers and wooden soles, and shod 
with iron, True, we got a pair of 
shoes every fall, bul we were on!y 
allowed to wear them to church 
|}on Sundays. I, as a boy had to 
| walk a distance of 2% miles to 
| school; some had much further to 
go, and return, 

Our measurements were taken 
for our shoes by placing the fire 
irons (tongs) open on the floor; 
the foot was placed between the 
tips of the irons, and they were 
closed until they just touched toe 
and heel Then the foot was 
removed, and a piece of willow 
Sapling was cut the exact length 
(or distance) between the points 
of the fire irons. My parents had 
12 children, nine of them were 
boys, and each boy got a pair of 
Shoes in the fall, I don’t remem- 
ber the girls getting measured

Urge Establishment 
Of New Trade System

LONDON, Oct. 23. —(CP)— The London Chamber of 
Commerce, stating that the “old system of international free 


trade in money has become 


unworkable,” yesterday urged 


establishment of a ‘multilateral contra-account system,” 
under which a selling country must be a willing buyer or, 
in the long run, be giving away its exports. 


UNDER SUCH A system, the 
chamber said, a couniry would 
acquire credits when jt exported— 
credits which could only be cleared 
when it imported, thus establishing 
a contra-account 

“It need not necessarily import 
from the country to which it sold 
but, if it wished to take payment, 
it could only do so by importing 
from the world to the value of its 
exports to the world.” 

Export credits would have “an 
agreed life” the hamber explain- 
ed. In other words, they would be 
wiped out of imports to the same 
value were not accepted within a 
set time limit. 

“It will be seen that such a 
system would render unnecessary 
dissensions between the nations 
on the subject of their tariffs and 
other trade barriers. If they chose 
to maintain high tariffs against 
imports they would automatically 
restrict their own exports, unless 
they wished to make presents of 
them.” 

THE MAJOR advantage, said the 
chamber is that export credits of 
this type, since they ultimately can 
be terminated, would “not consti 
tute a threat tc the exchange rate 


nor the interna] stability of other 
jnations, nor could they be used to 
lbuy their existing fixed assets—a 
major cause of tension, ill-will and 
| fear.” 

The chamber said that bilaterai 
clearings, which during the period 
the two world-wars 
became the only alternative to the 
old system of free international! 
jconvertibility of currencies, are 
‘most restrictive of international 
trade.” It suggested that the pro- 
posed multilateral account system 
would “attract” into its orbits most, 
if not all, the trading nations of the 
world.”

States and Canada visiting nutri- 
tion centres to form a general pic- 
ture of nutrition conditions on this 
side of the Atlantic. 

Miss Russell is with the Imperial! 
Bureau of Animal Nutrition, which 
is connected with the Rowett 
Research Institute in Aberdeen 
The bureau publishes a journal | 
containing reviews of all abstract 
nutrition research work that is 
carried on in the British Empire. 
With the present food crisis in 
Britain, this work is of particular 
value and interest.
